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1) ...armies who's attempt is to destroy the very fabric of society, 
marriage and the home. My duty as a pastor is to raise up the 
standard of God's word. To warn our children and our children's 
children of the emotional, familial, societal, and spiritual 
destruct that lies at the gate of divorce. In our text, Jesus, the 
Son of God, our Saviour taught us concerning marriage and 
divorce. Notice 3 truths about marriage from our text 

2) Deuteronomy 24:1 When a man hath taken a wife, and married 
her, and it come to pass that she find no favour in his eyes, 
because he hath found some uncleanness in her: then let him 
write her a bill of divorcement, and give it in her hand, and send 
her out of his house. 

3) ...upholding what God had established. More concerned with 
self that God. Isn't that our society and mush of the church 
today. More concerned with personal pleasure instead of God's 
commands! 


4) ...before the whole community. But just like today the disgrace 
of divorce has warn off and now, homes are devastated by 
wicked lusts on every hand. 


1) When you stand in the court of divorce you are stating before 
God and everybody that you have a heart of stone! 


2) Matthew 5:32 But I say unto you, That whosoever shall put 
away his wife, saving for the cause of fornication, causeth her to 
commit adultery: and whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced committeth adultery. Matthew 19:9 And I say unto 
you, Whosoever shall put away his wife, except it be for 
fornication, and shall marry another, committeth adultery: and 
whoso marrieth her which is put away doth commit adultery. 
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1) ...a bad marriage, "I don't believe the Lord wants me to be 
unhappy." I agree for I don't believe the Lord wants you to be 
unhappy. The Beatitudes reveal that God wants us to be happy. 
However it is only when we are obedient to His commands that 
we will be happy. In a bad marriage, just because one is 
unhappy, is not a lawful reason for divorce. The focus should be 
on making your marriage a happy marriage, rather than ending 
the marriage.
